WATCH SLOW 

STARTING FIRE 
EAT UP HOUSE 



A loss estimated at $4,000 to 
So.COO. partly covered by Insurance, 
was caused by a lire which des- 
troyed the house of Phil. Hamilton. 
Huron St. and third concession. 
East GwUlimbury. late yesterday 
afternoon. 

The fire started about 5 o'clock 
In the summer kitchen, where 
there had been a fire in the stove 
at noon. Carpenters working at 
Chas. Hunt's saw the fire and gave 
the alarm. .The fire burned till 9 
p.m. 

Mr. Hamilton had gone through 
the house, leaving the service sta- 
tion keys there, and out through 
the summer kitchen to get the 
cows about quarter to five but had 
seen no sign of fire. 

The cistern was so close to the 
burning kitchen that the men from 
Hunt's farm and neighbors were 

unable to get water to put out the 
fire, which slowly ate up the sum- 
mer kitchen and then destroyed the 
entire house. 

The men who had gathered took 
the furniture out of the downstairs, 
bul much of the contents, includ- 
ing the civilian clothes of two sons 
In the armed forces, was destroyed. 
The value of contents destroyed 
was estimated at $1,000 to $1,500. 

Mrs. Hamilton was attending a 
meeting of the Sharon \Vomen's 
Institute at the time of the fire. 
Following the fire Mrs. Hamilton 
spent the night at the home of 
Reeve and Mrs. Stanley Osborne. 
Mr. Hamilton stayed at the service 
station. 

Mrs. Hamilton had been keeping 
summer visitors and was expecting 
another group In a few days. 

After the fire was discovered, 
some efforts were made to get the 
Newmarket fire brigade but the 
right contacts were no* n>ade ap- 
parently and the brigade did not 
go. It was said that If the brigade 
had answered the call, tlioy might 

have been able to save the house. 

"Our brigade has gone to many 
fires outside the town and given a 
lot of help," said Mayor Dr. L. W. 
Dales today. "It Is unfortunate 
that we can't give more help, but 
wo must consider the protection of 
our own citizens. 

••Usually at outside fires the 
water supply U limited and the 
brigade cannot do much. Some day 
I hope that I^ike Slmcoe water 

will be piped down through this 
district, so that all farms and mun- 
icipalities will have lata of water. 
"At the present time there Is no 
anangement with neighboring 
municipalities to give them fire 
protection. Our council Is always 
ready lo discuss any proposal with 
our neighbors, t think that the 
only workable arrangement would 
be to have the neighboring munici- 
palities help us purchase and keep 
up a second fire truck, so that 
U»wn people would not ho left un- 
protected."

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HELP FOR AGRICULTURE 

The Drew government is planning a farm con- 
ference in September to discuss a system of 
county agricultural boards, to make farming 
more efficient and to advance farm interests- 
Cot T. I*. Kennedy, the minister of agriculture, 
will preside, and Premier Drew will tell the con- 
ference about the county agricultural committees 
in Britain. The British committees are war-time 
committees with power to take over inefficiently 
operated farms, but of caiirse nothing drastic of 
that sort is contemplated in Canada. 

As the plan unfolds it will undoubtedly reveal 
worth-while objectives, but until then we will 
wonder what the government will be able to ac- 
complish through the county committees that it 
would not be able io accomplish through the 
Federation of Agriculture, to advance the farm 
viewpoint, and through the agricultural repre- 
sentatives, to make fanning more efficient. If 
there is money to spend to help agriculture* put 
a Federation of Agriculture organizer irt every 
county for a year or two and after that the 
Federation of Agriculture won't need any help. 
If there is money to spend to make sgriculture 
more efficient, put one or two more field assist- 
ants In every county agricultural representative's 
office, and watch production per acre increase. 

Our impression is that Premier Drew has made 
a closer study of British agriculture then he has 
of Ontario agriculture- We feel that he isn't 
fully aware of what splendid v:of* is already be- 
ing done in Ontario, and whet splendid agencies 
farmers already have in the Federation of Agri- 
culture and the agricultural representatives or 
he would put his energy, enthusiasm and money 
into what already exists instead of creating new 
and competing organizations. 

It is rather unfortunate for rural Ontario that 
Premier Drew didn't remain a rural represent- 
ative instead of moving to an urban seat. How- 
ever, w e have no doubt that Premier Drew 
intends to help the farmer and he will help him 
whether the farmer likes it or not. 



WE'RE NOT PROPAGANDISTS

The scandalous conditions which have been de- 
veloped since beverage rooms were foisted upon 
the province have become a menace to law and 
order in towns and cities where they are estab- 
lished. The revelations of conditions in Toronto 
shocked the province. General Draper has re- 
peatedly stated that the beverage rooms- are a 
major source of crime "and immorality in the 
capital of the province, under the very nose of 
the liquor control board. At a recent meeting of 
the Oshawa city council, one of the aldermen de- 
nounced the drunkenness, rowdyism and in- 
decency connected with the beverage rooms m 
that city, .and declared that "something must be 

done about it" Several of his colleagues agreed, 
and there was talk of an increase in the police 
force. 

Employers complain of the interference with 
production arising from sprees that accompany 
every pay-day. The revenues from the liquor 
traffic are dearly bought. Similar conditions 
prevail wherever the beverage rooms exist 
In many respects they appear to be worse than 
the old bars. The provision for seating en- 
courages patrons to make a long stay, leading to 
increased intoxication and rowdyism. One won- 
ders how sober people endure the noise and 
atmosphere. While the addition of women's 
beverage rooms ministers to evils not connected 
with the bars when men were the only patrons. 

There is no department of government admini- 
stration that calls more urgently for decisive 
action. And the new government will be further 
ahead in the long run if they grasp the nettle 
firmly, instead of temporizing. Again, they 
would do well to remember and emulate the 
example set by Sir James Whitney, who raised 
Conservative prestige to the highest point ever 
attained in this province.

DREW MAKES GOOD START 

Surprise about the new Ontario cabinet is that 
W. J, Stewart, former mayor of Toronto, is not in 
it. It must indeed be a strong cabinet if Mr. 
Stewart is not needed, for Mr. Stewart not only 
has proven ability but also experience in public 
administration. Premier Drew may be saving 
Mr. Stewart for some other job, or mere may be 
some lack of good will between Mr. Stewart and 
Mr. Drew that would make Mr. Stewart's inclu- 
sion undesirable. 

Leaving St Clair Cordon at his post as liquor 
control board chairman is no doubt good political 
strategy, for presumably it will give the govern- 
ment Mr. Gordon's vote in the house, and every 
vote counts. It will hardly indicate, however, 
that there is likely to bo any change in liquor 
administration, and a change is needed from the 
present promotc-sales attitude to a discourage- 
sales attitude. The liquor control hoard should 
undertake a campaign to bring about a voluntary 
decrease in the consumption of liquor, but Mr. 
Drew is going to need liquor revenue to carry 
out his promises Just as Mr. Hepburn needed it 
Transfer of responsibility for the liquor control 
board from the provincial treasurer (the treas- 
urer was formerly the chainnan of the liquor 
control board) sounds like an improvement but 
It isn't convincing. 

Our guess Is that there will be no change in 
liquor policy. Nor will there be any stiffening 
of the Queen's Park attitude toward widespread 
gambling. The premier "drew" from the hat 
Jast week the winning ticket on a $17,000 
bungalow. The proceeds were for war purposes, 
and a needy workman won the bungalow.

POST-WAR INDUSTRIES 

(tlarrie Examiner) 

The town council is to be commended for taking 
steps towards securing industries for Barrie after 
the war. Asking the co-operation of D. F. Me- 
Cuaig, M.P., is all right as far as il goes, but in- 
terviewing consulates is not likely to bo produc- 
tive of much in the way of results. Aid. 
Leishman hit the nail on the head when he said: 
"You've got to go out and sell Barrie to prospec- 
tive industrialists." If the council is not prepared 
to spend sufficient money lo engage a full-time 
industrial commissioner, arrangements should bo 
made to have Barrie listed with some man exper- 
ienced in this line of work, and then provide 
him with all the data necessary to enable Jam to 
make a strong presentation of our case. 

The competition for post-war industries is sure 
to be very keen. And many municipalities will 
have an advantage in having v/ar buildings and 
plants adaptable quickly and at lower cost than 
new construction, v/hich could be made an in- 
ducement to an industry seeking a location. Not 
having any v/ar industries Barrie has none of 
these to offer. We have other advantages, how- 
ever and there is good material with which an 
industrial representative could make out a strong 

ease. 

A live board of trade, as Aid. Pouclier suggests, 
would be of great assistance In promoting the 
interests of Barrie industrially and otherwise. 
We have two active service clubs in town. Why 
not seek their co-operation in establishing and 
pushing a board of trade? Such an organization 
to function to maximum effect should have he- 
hind It the interests and active support of all 
citizens, offering ideas and energy to put them 
over. 

We hope that the industrial and publicity com- 
mittee will not rest content with waiting to see 
what Mr. McCuaig can do for them. In the 
meantime they should make a start upon explor- 
ing the whole situation, with a view to starting 
upon the most feasible lines as soon as possible.

Equipment Is Scarce But 
Plants Still Need Water 

<By Rudy Renzias, Newmarket 
Horticultural Society) 

Many kinds of garden water- 
ing equipment are hard to get, 
but this shouldn't keep us from 
taking good care of the plants 
during a dry spell. 

Water is more important to 
growing plants than any other 
food, because it has so many 
functions. It serves as a solvent 
for the minerals in the soil, acts 
as a nutrient itself, is a convey- 
or of all soluble materials pro- 
duced by the plant or taken 
from the air and soil, and keeps 
the stems erect and the leaves 
full and smooth. 

If a dry spell occurs in the 
growing period, watering has to 
take the place of rain. It is true 
that plants will only die in a 
most severe drought, but they 
are liable to grow stunted and 
poor. 

Soak the ground around the 
plant and not the top of the 
plant. It is good practice to 
build a little wall of soil around 
the- plant and fill this basin with 
water. One can take a small 
tin-can, put a small hole in the 
bottom with a nail and place it, 
filled with water, near the stem 
of the plant. It will slowly 
saturate ground and needs to be 
filled only once dally in very 
dry weather. 

When watering with hose sat- 
urate the ground to a depth of 
five or six inches. If the ground 
is not soaked thoroughly there 
is the danger that the roots will 
grow up to the surface in which 
case dry weather will finish the 
plant

English Babies Suffer 
As Result Of Bombing 

The following interesting let- 
ter was received by the New- 
market Women's Institute from 
Mrs. B. E. Bradshaw, of the 
Anglo-American Relief Fund in 
England. 

"I was sent two days ago, a 
consignment of jam by our good 
friends, the British war relief 
society, and some of the tins 
bore your name. 

"I feel I would like to send 
you a line of personal thanks for 
them. This is a large convales- 
cent nursery for babies from 
bombed areas. All are under 
five and all have been ill. either 
directly, or indirectly the result 
of bombing. Some are actual 
casualties, •■thers arc nerves, 
and we also have a great many 
chest cases, due to shelter lifo. 
One child has had pneumonia 
four times, due to spending all 
his nights in a shelter under a 
steam laundry, and his days go- 
ing from that damp heal to his 
own home which has lost all its 
doors and windows. 

"We receive most of these 
children looking pretty awful, 
but as wc keep them for a year 
or more, if necessary, we really 
can see the result of our work, 
and believe me it is very satis- 
factory. But I do so wish that 
all our wonderful Canadian 
friends could see them too, be- 
fore and after, as it would make 
you realize, far better than I can 
ever hope to express, how great 
is our debt of gratitude to you, 
and how much your generosity 
is rewarded by results. 

"Thank you once again. I can 
assure you your kindness is not 
only fully appreciated by the 
actual recipients themselves, but 
also by all of us who work 
with these poor little things, 
who have been subjected at so 
early an age to modern warfare 
in its worst form."

police station for questioning. He 
asked Pte- Stott to drive the car 
and Pte. Chassfe to get in beside 
him. As he himself went to get 
into the rear scat, Pte. Stott grab- 
bed him about the shoulders and 
a scuffle ensued, he said. 

The witness stated that when he 
checked on the license plates of 
the car he found that they had 
been issued to Pte. Stott. 

Questioned by Capt. J. S. Kit- 
gour. Camp Borden, counsel for 
the defence, the witness said that 

when he asked Stott about the 
license plates the following morn- 
Ing, th« tatter I old htm that he had 
seen the blolen car standing on 
Dove .St. in Camp Borden and 
knew It to be stolen, but had put 
the plates from hi* own car on In 
order to drive it to Toronto. 

Called to the stand, County Con- 
stable Aubrey Fleury, Whitchurch, 
testified (hat he and Constable 
Marllndule hud interviewed, ut the 
Don jail, on July 26. I he two 
defendant*, who. after firm being 
cautioned, Muted that they had 
come across the stolen car, dam- 
aged and without license plati-s t>n 
Dove ltd. in Camp Borden. They

Chief Constable James tf|i>.«s of 
Newmarket told his woiship that 
hit interviewed the two Men i't 
Newmuiket police station on Aug.

wires pulled down, lie said thai 
the ear that J*te.

"He admits 
that he knew it was stolen. In 
regard to Chassic. I don't think 
that he did know. The statement 
U Inconsistent. In it he says, 'We 
decided to drive to Toronto.' Act- 
ually Chnssie did not go In that 
car. He had his own. I don't 
think he was connected with the 
car until he got to Toronto." 

"Yes, there will be a conviction 
against Stott." commented Magis- 
trate Robinson. "The charge 
against Chassic will be dismissed." 

His worship also registered a 
conviction againt Pte. Stott on a 
charge of assault.
